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On 9 October, exercises were observed in the area south and south-west of 
Weimar. The Ohrdruf-Kranichfeld-Bad Berka-Blankenhain region was cordoned 
off by the Volkspolizei. At about 0830 hours, a signal unit of the Eighth 
Guards Army passed through Weimar by road, proceeding in the direction of 
Jena. At 0900 hours, 25 T -3 4/85 tanks I 
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|two BA-64 armored' scout cars and a number of motor vehicles 
arrived in Weimar from the east, were detrained and left toward Bad Berka. 

A shipment of heavy tanks was unloaded in Weimar during the night. On 10 
October, unloading of the following equipment was observed in Weimar;

This confirms the transfer of the two fighter regiments from Brand and Welzow 
to Erfurt and Alfcenburg airfields during the exercises in Thuringia. The 
departure of troops with equipment from Wittenberg appears to indicate that 
the. Southern Fighter Corps Headquarters, probably with signal units, parti- 
cipated in the exercises. 

Comment : This apparently confirms the transfer of" the fighter regiments 

from Welzow, Grossenhain and Brand, and also the transfer of ground-attack 
regiments, to other airfields during the Thuringia exercises. 
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
